'HISTORY  OF  OUR  HOBBY'  SILVER  ART. .Continued  from  Jan. 
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According  to  John  Guilde  of  The  Coin  and  Stamp  Gallery,  Phoenix,  AZ.  he  once  owned 
a  minting  facility  in  Ohio.  He  struck  art  bars  for  Silver  Towne  before  they  had  their 
minting  facilities. 

Hamilton  Mint,  Dahlonega  Mint,  Lincoln  Mint,  Green  Duck  are  a  few  of  the  actual  mints 
that  minted  bars  for  themselves  and  customers.  Some  of  their  customers  declared 
themselves  "Mints"  in  their  offerings.  Others  simply  offered  the  bars  under  their  business 
name. 

Collectors  clubs  formed.  The  Barkeepers  Club  was  one  of  the  earlier  clubs.  It  was 
started  by  one  Wilson  Cranford.  It  was  incorporated  in  Connecticut  on  August  fourteenth, 
1973.  In  the  articles  of  incorporation  were  the  statements  the  club  provides  means  for 
members  to  swap  bars  and  exchange  information  on  the  hobby  amongst  themselves.  The 
club  will  publish  a  bulletin.  The  club  is  strictly  non-profit,  and  members  pay  annual  dues 
that  are  calculated  only  to  meet  actual  club  expenses. 

This  club  had  only  two  officers.  Wil  Cranford  as  secretary  and  his  wife  as  president. 
Included  was  the  statement  that  club  members  had  no  voting  rights.  A  member  would  be 
expelled  it  it  was  found  his  major  income  was  from  silver  bars.  The  member  could  also 
be  expelled  for  unethical  or  untrustworthy  dealings  with  fellow  club  members,  and  failure 
to  pay  club  dues. 

It  is  easy  to  see  that  this  was  a  club  operated  by  one  man.  Members  had  no  vote  on 
anything  and  what  he  decided  was  final.  There  was  another  interesting  rule  in  this  club, 
buy,  sell  and  trade  required  members  to  send  the  secretary  a  list  of  bars  needed  and 
termed  "Wants”.  Another  list  of  extra  bars  that  the  member  was  willing  to  trade  or  sell 
was  to  be  sent  and  labeled  “Surplus".  If  there  were  changes  on  either  of  these  lists,  you 
were  required  to  notify  the  secretary  of  these  changes. 

One  member  was  actually  expelled  from  the  club.  He  didn’t  like  several  things  the  club 
secretary  had  done  and  was  doing.  An  argument  ensued,  and  this  member  was  no  longer 
a  member  because  he  wasn’t  following  the  tenants  of  the  club.  I  guess  the  tenant  of 
honesty  and  being  trustworthy  didn’t  apply  to  the  founders  of  the  club.  This  member  did 
have  a  few  laughs  before  the  club  ended. 

The  club  had  a  rubber  stamp  logo  which  pictured  a  flaming  torch  with  a  sword  on  the 
face.  This  member  was  wondering  how  to  have  stationary  made  that  would  depict  this 
logo  and  have  it  "canceled"  just  like  silver  bars.  He  asked  a  printer  friend,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  hobby,  how  this  could  be  done.  The  friends  face  lit  up  when  he  heard  the 
whole  story.  He  told  the  member  to  send  him  several  clear  prints  of  the  logo,  and  he 
would  do  the  rest.  Things  ended  up  with  envelopes  and  stationary  with  the  logo  and  the 
inscription  "Canceled  Barkeeper  #1".  This  stationary  and  envelopes  were  used  on  all 
correspondence  with  anyone  involved  with  the  hobby.  A  couple  of  dealers  printed  the 
revamped  logo  and  go  into  hot  water  with  Wil  Cranford.  Some  how  or  other  he  didn’t 
like  it.

The  Barkeepers  club  reached  it’s  membership  peak  in  June  1974  with  248  members.  In 
September  of  1975  there  were  180  members  listed,  in  November  1975  there  were  90 
members  listed  and  in  February  1976  there  were  136  members  listed.  The  club  folded 
in  1976  and  Wil  Cranford  was  offering  it  “For  Sale".  There  were  no  takers.  Several 
years  later,  a  fellow  in  Arkansas  tried  to  revive  the  club  but  it  never  got  off  the  ground. 


Another  club  was  formed  in  1974  and  was  called  United  Silver  Association  of  Bar 
Collectors,  USA-BC.  It  was  brainchild  of  John  Devine  and  Duane  Spellman  and  was  the 
out  growth  of  the  newsletter  and  silver  offerings  that  were  available.  The  club  was 
conceived  as  a  clearing  house,  consumer  protection  agency  and  information  agency. 


This  club  was  quite  successful  and  at  one  time  had  over  1400  members.  During  1974  and 
1975  the  club  issued  two  "free”  bars  to  its’  members. 


By  mid  1975,  information  about  bars  became  scarce.  Contacts  were  lost.  Various  Mints 
went  belly  up.  Many  dealers  quit  selling  bars.  Membership  declined.  The  club  couldn’t 
justify  (he  massive  cost  of  just  sending  out  scraps  of  information,  and  reluctantly  folded. 

In  1976,  a  new  kind  ot  USA-BC  was  born.  A  club  that  would  keep  it’s  members 
informed  about  happenings.  It  would  allow  members  to  participate  in  the  hobby  like  no 
other  branch  ol  numismatics.  Members  were  urged  to  pass  along  bits  of  information 
about  the  hobby.  They  were  also  encouraged  to  disagree  with  anything  that  was 
published.  These  things  were  not  swept  under  the  carpet  either.  Advertisements  of  buy, 
sell  and  trade  were  eagerly  sought.  Of  course,  there  was  a  fee  for  these 
Ads.. Reorganization  brought  about  a  monthly  magazine  called  “The  Limited  Edition'. 
The  reorganized  club  had  no  plans  to  issue  any  “free"  bars  to  its  members,  but  would 
issue  one  or  more  bars  in  the  future  if  the  members  if  they  wanted.  The  bars  would  be 
sold  to  USA-BC  members  at  a  cost  lower  than  the  price  non-members  would  pay. 


During  the  first  year,  the  club  drew  on  old  members  of  the  original  USA-BC  club  for 
starters.  Through  hard  work  and  membership  participation,  the  club  grew  to  300 
members.  Membership  input  was  great  and  many  bits  of  information  were  passed  along. 
Trades  between  members  became  a  strong  practice.  Everyone  had  their  say  so.  — 
However,  when  it  came  to  membership  renewal  declined  and  by  1978  had  fallen  to  150 
or  so  members.  The  club  continued  until  February  1980,  when  again  it  was  decided  to 
suspend  operations,  not  stop  or  dissolve. 

The  buying  and  selling  that  occurred  when  silver  went  over  fifty  dollars  an  ounce,  and 
then  fell  was  another  cause  for  the  hobby  to  go  dormant.  During  the  time  span  from  1980 
to  1984,  very  few  art  bars  were  minted,  and  the  hobby  more  or  less  died.  In  1982,  silver 
rounds  began  to  appear  in  quite  large  quantities.  They  have  replaced  art  bars  in 
popularity.
